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Town officials moved this week 
to begin work on $2,080,000 worth 
of school construction and design 
projects and to make all possible 
advance preparations for eventual 
expenditure of an estimated $1 
million on sewer, water and high- 
way improvements connecting with 
the Lowell Junction industrial zone 
where Gillette Safety Razor Co, 
plans construction of a 500,000 sq. 
ft, warehouse and packaging plant 
for its men’s toileteries division, 

Their activity was authorized 
by voters at a special Town Meet~ 
ing. Monday, In all, 803 attended the 
nearly four-hour session which 
was adjourned shortly before mid= 
night after a successful challenge 
of the quorum. (See a related 
story elsewhere on this page.) 

Manager Richard Bowen re=-

$1.6 million, What it finally asked 
for was the appropriation of this 
sum plus $100,000 for architect’s 
fees and $90,000 for contingencies. 
Rather than break with tradition 
and request more than the $1.8 
million figure printed in the war- 
rant, Manager Bowen announced 
that the committee will take bids 
for furnishings and equipment to 
be presented at the March Town 
Meeting, 

Little Debate 

By contrast, there was little 
debate and very nearly unanimous 
approval of the proposal to im- 
prove utilities in Ballardvale in 
order to provide for Gillette Co, 
Voters agreed 792-4, aid gave an 
enthusiastic welcome to Bernard 
Murray of Gillette who said he 
was ‘‘delighted’’ with the support 
shown and that he would report the 
outcome to his superiors imme~ 
diately, 

In presenting the case for ap=- 
proval of the Gillette appropria- 
tion, Chairman Philip K, Allen of 
the Board of Selectmen said the 
town would not move to make the 
improvements authorized until the 
Boston-based manufacturer exer- 
cises its option for land in the 
Lowell Junction industrial zone. 
He said this could be expected

Adjournment Explained 


Safety Center Opposed By Employees 


Most voters who left Monday’s 
special Town Meeting disgruntled 
over the fact that the meeting was 
cut short had no idea what lay be= 
hind the sudden motion for adjourn= 
ment, 

Those close to town affairs, 
however, could see a direct rela~ 
tionship between the challenge of 
a quorum just after the vote on 
Article 7 and the dissatisfaction 
of municipal firefighters over 
plans of the administration to build 
a public safety center as a com= 
bined police and fire station, 

The quorum question was raised 
by David Batchelder of 6 County 
Rd, who was until recently an 
employee of the Andover Fire 
Department, Giving him vocal sup= 
port from the balcony were a 
number of off-duty firemen, 

Article 7 - which asked voters 
to authorize use of funds previously 
appropriated for new police and 
fire facilities for construction of 
a building to be jointly used - had 
already been approved by a voteof 
266 to 39 when Batchelder chal- 
lenged the quorum, Seven articles 
were still awaiting consideration, 

Moderator Arthur Williams first 
ruled that the vote on Article7 was 
invalid after his counters con-

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firmed that the necessary quorum 
could not be mustered, He re- 
versed this ruling, however, after 
Harold King, chairman of the 
planning board pointed out that an 
undetermined number of people 
had been seen leaving the audi-

Bowen moved to adjourn the meet= 
ing which could not be continued 
once it was determined that too 
few voters were present, He ex- 
plained that he was asking for a 
termination of Town Meeting 
rather than adjournment to a spe- 
cific time and place because all 
the work completed could be de- 
layed and jeopardized if the 
meeting of Aug, 21 had to be con- 
tinued at a later date when articles

As a result, the seven articles

“Weeks” From Completion 


Alfred DiMambro, project 
supervisor for E, H, Porter Co, 
on the senior high school con- 
struction job, said Wednesday that 
his company will be prepared next 
week to set a final completion date 
for the building.

Chairman Allen spoke for the 
article, outlining the history of 
the negotiations between the New 
England manufacturer, Paul W, 
Cronin of Andover, until recently 
an aide to Congressman F, Brad- 
ford Morse, Allen, Manager Bowen 
and others acting on behalf of the 
town, 

He reported that Gillette has a 
commitment to pay $5000 an acre 
to owners of the 140 acres of land 
it has optioned from John Kay and 
John Cronin (no relation to Paul 
Cronin) in Lowell Junction, and 
he became poetic as he described 
the benefits of having the ‘‘inter- 
nationally known’’ company located 
in Andover ‘‘for all the world to 
see on 93,”” 

The chairman said he wanted 
Town Meeting to refute the often 
repeated charge that Andover does 
hot want industry, He promised 
voters that the Selectmen would 
not invest town funds until Gillette 
exercises its option and is un= 
alterably committed to construc= 
tion, 


Loans 
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PURPOSE 
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Howell M, Stillman of 15 Juniper 
Rd. spoke in favor of the appro= 
priation but objected to this 
restriction on use of the funds 
and indicated that he thought the 
project should go on in any event, 
He pointed out that Gillette would 


be at work in Ballardvale now if 
the necessary utilities were al« 
ready installed, 

Also speaking for the motion 
were Wolf Berthold, chairman of 
the Industrial & Development Com~= 
mission, Selectman William Ste~ 
wart (who said townspeople 
‘should feel grateful Gillette had 
considered Andover) and R, Wayne 
Long of South Main Street, 

Objecting to passage of the 
article was Karl Haartz of 60High 
Plain Rd. who claimed officials 
were being ‘‘too enthusiastic over 
the return potential,’’ He said the 
plowing of roads, maintaining utili- 
ties etc, would cut into the an-« 
ticipated tax ‘‘profit,’* 

It has been estimated that Gil- 
lette will pay $125,000 in property 
taxes on its initial 500,000 sq, ft, 
facility, Through the 20 years of 
debt service on the bond issue to 
finance water, sewer and highway 
improvements, the town is ex= 
pected to clear $50,000, Expansion 
of the facility in a year or two, 
as projected, would very nearly 
double the tax return, 

Assurances from Chairman 
Allen and Manager Bowen on the 
procedure for use of town funds 
satisfied the Finance Committee

_A Punitive Measure? 


Social Security Bill Passed 


The U, S, House passed a com= 
prehensive Social Security Bill last 
Thursday which coupled a 12-1/2 
percent increase in retirement 
benefits with provisions aimed at 
curbing rapidly increasing wel- 
fare rolls, By a vote of 414 to 3, 
the House sent the bill to the 
Senate, Congressman F, Bradford 
Morse reports that as it passed 
the House, the major provisions 
are as follows: 

Benefits: Benefits payments 
generally increased by 12-1/2 per- 
cent, This raises the minimum 
regular benefits from $44 to $50 
a month, with the average benefit 
for a retired couple rising from 
$145 to $154 per month, These 
increases will be payable in the 
second month after the month of 
enactment, and would bring $2.9 
billion more to 24 million retired 
or disabled persons next year, 

Taxes: To finance this, both 
employee and employer would pay 
a payroll tax on the first $7600 
of income a year instead of the 
first $6600 at present, This would 
cause a maximum employee tax 
increase of $44 next year forthose 
earning $7600 or more. 

Insurance Change: In 1968 the 
annual outside earning limitation 


for social security recipients 
would be raised from $1500 to 
$1680, or from $125 to $140 a 
month without loss of benefits, The 
bill also provides benefits for 
50-62 year old disabled widows 
and widowers of covered de- 
ceased workers, and extends 


coverage to younger disabled 
workers, 
Medicare: The bill authorized 


the Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare to conduct a study of 
proposals to provide allied medical 
services, such as medicare cover-= 
age to outpatient drug purchases, 
It would increase the number of 
days of hospitalization from 90 to 
120, with the patient paying half 
the per-day cost of the additional 
30 days, Outpatient hospital 
services are switched from the 
basic hospital program to the sup= 
plementary program, and there is 
a provision for the patient to collect 
on itemized but unpaid doctor’s 
bills if the doctor refuses to handle 
the bills directly with the medicare 
agent, Podiatrists services for 
non-routine foot care would be in= 
cluded under medicare coverage, 
and it would allow full ‘reasonable 
charges”’ for inpatient radiological 
and pathological services and pay-

‘“*‘When babies are born with a 
number of congenital defects they 
may not be caused by what we can 
see but, rather, by what we cannot 
see,” Dr, Martin Ruthman of 
Haverhill, a member of the medical 
advisory committee, Merrimack 
Valley Chapter of the National 
Foundation-March of Dimes, said 
today, 

He announced an exciting new 
research approach to birthdefects 
to go forward under a new grant of 
$57,445 from the National Founda= 
tion-March of Dimes, The award 
was announced jointly today by the 
Boston hospital’s general director, 
Dr. Leonard W, Cronkhite Jr. and 
Basil O’Connor, president of the 
National Foundation, 

The project, which is under the 
overall supervision of Dr, Charles 
\, Janeway, physician-in-chief at 
the hospital and Thomas Morgan 
Rotch, professor of pediatrics at 
Harvard Medical School, will be 
directed by Dr, Park Gerald, chief 
of Clinical genetics at Children’s 
Hospital Medical Center, 

When questioned about the new

somes, But the Boston team feels 
that, in some cases, the disorder 
may be due to the aggregate action 
of a group of faulty genes - which 
are part of the chromosome - 
rather than the chromosome itself, 

Chromosomes, tiny rod-like 
bodies found in the cells of all 
living things, can be seen under 
the microscope, Genes, tiny in= 
“visible particles strung along the 
length of the chromosome - like 
beads in a necklace = are sosmall 
they cannot be seen, even with a 
high-powered microscope, Genes 
determine a person’s hereditary 
traits, 

Says researcher Gerald; ‘‘Some 
chromosome abnormalities are 
major and cause multiple mal- 
formations involving such ime 
portant organs as the heart and 
the brain, Though early death often 
results, if the afflicted infant lives 
long enough we find that sometimes 
he is mentally retarded,”* 

“‘Other chromosome defects are 
minor,’® Dr, Gerald went onto say, 
‘*for example a tiny piece of one 
chromosome may be missing and 
another have an extra part, These 
too can create birth defects though 
generally fewer and milder, How= 


ever such cases may help our re« 
search because we hope to relate 
specific body defects to particular 
small chromosome segments,” | 

He added that the Boston team’s 
research aim is that of finding 
out whether or not a body defect 
can be tied to a defect in the genes, 

“If we are lucky, we may dis» 
cover that certain traits go to» 
gether, Thesé are called linked 
traits because the genes which 
cause them lie close together on 
the chromosome necklace,” Dr, 
Gerald declared, 

Pointing out that the cause of 
most common birth defects, like 
spinal bifida and cleft palate, is 
still unknown, Dr, Gerald con« 
cluded by saying that, ‘‘We hope 
our findings will give us a better 
understanding of the role played 
by heredity in birth defects and 
facilitate our task of genetic 
counselling,”

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Editorial Comment 
The Right Change? 


The more debate there is about the basic protection 
automobile insurance plan approved by the House last 
week, the more difficult it becomes to separate certainty 
from speculation. 

Proponents claim that the basic protection plan would 
cost the motorist about 25% less than he now pays for 
compulsory coverage and that it would eliminate the 
costly procedure of determining in the courts who is 
right and who is wrong each time there is an accident 


involving more than a single vehicle. 

Opponents charge that if auto insurance proved cheaper 
under the Keeton — O’Connell bill, it would be only be- 
cause much of the sort of coverage needed in this motor 
age would be stripped from the compulsory category, 
making it necessary for drivers to carry additional policies 


and incur additional expense in order to have adequate 
protection. 

Those attacking the bill object also to the espousing 
of a “‘doctrine that tends to make the victim the bene- 
ficiary of his own carelessness and his own disregard for 
his fellow men.’’ With this objection, we must agree. 

This newspaper has consistently advocated reform of 
the compulsory insurance laws in this state, and adoption 
of some plan that would cut the cost of putting a car on 
the road in Massachusetts, particularly for the safe driver. 

There is such general disagreement over the House bill, 
however, (and not all from groups with a vested interest) 
that we cannot help but question the value of making this 
particular change without further certainty of the outcome. 

Unless the Senate can get better documented answers 
to some of the big questions clouding the Keeton-O’ Con- 
nell bill, it should reject the measure and continue the 
search for an equitable auto insurance program. 


An American Tragedy 


It was a mildly muggy evening — Monday. 

Down the street a mother wobbled along on a two- 
wheeler to demonstrate a half remembered skill. Her hus- 
band sat on the front stoop, watching and laughing with 
the children. 

Around the corner, a housewife swept the day’s accu- 
mulation of sidewalk grit into the gutter and not far away, 
a man and his wife sank into the deep padding of porch 
lounges to speculate on the Red Sox’ chances and wait 
for the game. 

Ironic isn’t it that so many cared so little about the 
fate of an elementary school .». . took so little interest in 
an industrial development that could ease their tax burden 

. thought so little of their responsibility as citizens 
in a democracy that they could while away an evening idly 
while others assumed the burden of decision. 

It is not remarkable, as many would have you believe, 
that 803 voters came out for a special Town Meeting on a 
muggy summer’s night. 

In a town where more than 10,000 adults are registered, 
it is tragic,

Dr. Louis Galbiati, chairman of the School Comnittee, 
handed out a piece of good advice at Town Meeting. 

In presenting the case for approval of the Bancroft 
School, he mentioned that school officials welcome con- 
structive criticism about construction etc. when they are 
timely. But, he said, they are not timely at the last minute 
on the floor of Town Meeting. 

To make his point, the chairman suggested that citizens 
who have ideas about how the junior high school can be 
remodeled and modernized should make them known now 
while this project is still in the planning stage. 

So before the die is cast, here is one that should be 
given top priority: if the town intends to continue using 
Memorial Auditorium for Town Meeting, it should be fitted 
out with upholstered seats — at least, with cushions for 
the rigid, unyielding instruments of torture installed there 
when it was believed that discomfort was the key to keep- 
ing students alert for a confrontation with knowledge.

Beauty Is Undervalued 


fields, meadows, For late summer 
flowers are the brash types that 
stand out in the sun. They blaze 
the way for late August and Sep= 
tember goldenrod and the myriads 
of asters that dot New England 
fields, 

Many summer flowers that 
clothe New England are im= 
migrants like the rest of us, Some 
escaped from colonial gardens and 
found their independence long 
before the founding fathers signed 
a declaration at Philadelphia, 
Others stowed away in imported 
grain or seed, Some of our more 
familiar wildflowers are European 
transplants: bouncing Bet, butter= 
and-eggs, yarrow, Deptford pink, 
Queen Anne’s lace, and the ever 
present oxeye daisy, 

Adding to the scores of wild- 
flowers already in full color, those 
that are now or soon will be coming 
into bloom include: along roadsides 
and in fields, creeping bellflower, 
blue vervain, spiked lobelia, pearly 
everlasting, wild bergamot, and 
fireweed; in wet meadows and 


Swamps, marsh skullcap, Ameri= 
can burnet, white fringed orchis, 
turtlehead, swamp milkweed, pure 
ple loosestrife and cardinal flower, 

While the flowers that demand 
moist woodlands or at least some 
shade are more typical of May, 
August has its fragile blossoms 
that shy from strong sun, Two 
that you should not miss are the 
spotted jewel weed and the Indian 
pipe, 

Jewel weed is most aptly named, 
Its inch-long yellow blossom, with 
orange spots, hangs like an ear 
pendant from the plant, Sometimes 
it grows in a fairly open spot on 
a pond bank, 

But the ghostly Indian pipe grows 
only in the deep woods, There are 
several large patches on Maine’s 
Mt, Katahdin, A waxy-white stem 
and flower, the Indian pipe has no 
chlorophyll that gives the green 
ness we associate with plants, The 
pipes have a six toeight-inch stem 
with a small ‘‘bowl’’ or flower that 
nods earthward, It lives by drawing 
food from the roots of other plants,

Vietnam by splitting the country 
into many factions, We are 
squandering our material wealth 
and wasting the lives of our young 
men, We bequeath to our descend= 
ants the hatred of us in Asia, a 
hatred that may last a hundred 
years or more, We are destroying 
our illustrious political heritage, 
Our shots are heard round the 
world, but we can not be proud of 
them, As Walter Lippmann has 
written, “*“*‘There is not a single 
independent state in Europe or in 
Asia which follows our lead. . . 
No European government could 
survive today if it joined us on the 
battlefield. . . As for the Asian 
peoples we are supposed to be 
saving, no independent Asian state 
not Japan, India, Pakistan, 
Burma, Malaysia, Indonesia - is 
giving us even token support.’’ 

President Johnson is now taking 
steps to provoke China into war- 
like acts.

policemen, they would have taken 
the police exam, 

As for comments about the fact 
that they are permitted to sleep
